It is 3000 feet long, 2100 feet wide 
at Its base, and 1 15 feet high. Oatun 
Lake, formed by the Oatun Dam, 
will receive the waters of the 
Chagres River and distribute it over 
an area of 164 square miles in the 
lake. In the rainy season , if the 
lake should get too full from the 
wild, gushing Chagres River, the 
surplus water will be let off from 
the lake into the Caribbean Sea 
through a " spill way" Thus the 
Chagres River wil be controlled and 
put to use, instead of being an, 
element of destruction, as in the sea- 
level project of De l.esseps. Could 
any thing be more beautiful in the 
eyes of a civil engineer ? 

The speed of ships passing through 
the locks will be about two miles per 
hour. At this rate it will take a 
vessel three hours to pass through 
the six locks either way. It will 
take the ship about ten hours to pass 
through the canal from shore-line 
end on one side to shore-line end on 
the other, a distance of 40 mile 
twelve hours to pass through the 
entire canal from deep water at one 
end to deep water at the other, a 
total distance of 50 miles, which is 
about the exact length of the canal. 

The breakwater two miles long, of 
piling and rocks in Limon Hay, will 
protect incoming and outgoing 
vessels from the fierce storms of the 
Atlantic. 

Of the 40,000 workmen on the 
Canal, 5,000 are skilled mechanics 
from the United States. They get 
twice as much pay down there as 
they would in the States. Uncle 
Sam has made the Canal Zone very 
sanitary, and has built 2,000 houses 
of all sorts, but chiefly dwellings 
and supply depots The dwellings 
unfortable and chiefly oc- 
cupied by those from the U 

of those working 
on the caual are mostly laborers 
from Jamaica, and Panamanians, 
who receive from 60 cents to $1.00 
per day. 

Among some of the big things 
mentioned in the lecture were the 
fender chains, each weighing twenty 
tons, which will be stretched across 
the lock chambers in each flight of 
locks, to prevent the vessels from 
ramming the lock and safety gates. 

.Some other big figures given. 
The French . d 78,000,000 

cubic yards, of which only 30,000,000 
were available for the present lock 
caual. 
The total cost of the canal to date 
has been about $375,000,000, but 
cost $400,000,000 when com- 
pleted.

Iuhtor Journal :— The above 
is the text of the new Minnesota 
law establishing a labor bureau for 
the deaf of the State. 

The credit for its passage belongs 
to Mr. Anson Randolph Spear. 

He conceived the idea and drafted 
the bill. He had uo precedent 
which he could follow. The law is 
unique iu that there is no other like 
it in existence anywhere on earth. 
It sets a precedent for progn 
legislation in other States and it will 
be to the everlasting glory of Min- 
nesota to have led the way. 

It is only a couple of months 
that the United States Government 
recognized the greatness of labor 
and the many aud complex problems 
and interests involved by the 
creation of a department of labor 
headed by a member of the cabinet 
It remained for Minnesota to 1 
a department within its department 
of lal>or and to devote it exculsivelv 
to the deaf. 

This law simply n | the 

deaf as a special class in the popula- 
tion, and therefore makes special 
provision for their labor interests in 
the same manner as other laws 
affecting the Bureau of Labor make 
special provision for other kinds and 
classes of labor. 

To my mind it is the finest piece 
of legislation yet accomplished for 
the deaf BY the deaf. 

Too much praise cannot be given 
Mr. Spear. Not only did he draft 
the bill, but he worked and agitated 
early and late in its interest. For a 
ast he was a man of but one 
md this idea was to make this 
labor bureau au accomplished fact. 

More than 2,500 bills were in- 
troduced at th 11 of the Min- 
1 legislature. Only 500 became 
laws. That this law did pass speaks 
volumes for Mr. Spear's energy, 
strategy and skill as a lobbyist. 
Moreover, this law will entail an ex- 
pense account. The chief of the 
bureau will draw a salary of $1,500, 
and the cost of investigations, ga- 
thering of data and statistics, will 
lo be met out of the funds 
ued to the Commissioner 
of Labor. Ordinarily legislatures 
pledged to economy and trying to 
live up to their pledges are shy of 
md permanent com- 
missions or bureaus that will require 
a regular outlay for their support. 
in, Mr. Spear cannot be too 
highly praised. What he h. 
compl ill benefit the deaf not 
only. but of the entire 
country. For the law is so worded 
that this bureau will in course of 
time become a storehouse of valuable 
information concerning the deaf as a 
It will in time become a 
Volta Bureau, with this difference 
that it must be impartial and free 
from guile in the information con- 
cerning the deaf it will be required to 
make public through its reports and 
publications.

But neither 
are very pleasing speakers, bed 
of a certain abnormal mouth and

We 
personally don't care to see their 
mouth distortions called speech. 
But their signs are beautiful, easy, 
graceful, expressive, and admirable 
in every way.

A.B. in 1801 and an A.M. in 1807. He 
has ever shown himself lo be a man 
of the best Christian character, and 
in every habit of his daily life an 
example to the boys of the school. 
He has always been a staunch 
friend of his teachers under him, 
upholding them in their discipline 
and sympathizing with them in 
their difficulties and encouraging 
them in their endeavors. Bis re- 
signation oomes to them as a sort of 
personal loss. Mr. Williams' re- 
signation will takeeffeot In Auguet, 
thus closing up the present school 
year and allowing time for arrang- 
ing matters for his successor.

The various departments of Xhe 
Institution were inspected from 2:30 
until thiee o'clock, when the three 
companies A, B, and C, which con- 
stitute the eadet battalion, lined up 
in military formation in pieparatiou 
for the Military Review, Butts' Rifle 
Drill, Kveniug Parade, and lastly 
the examination of the cadets in the 
school of the soldier by Brig. Gen.
